With the advent of active construction of the new U.S. Embassy building 
in Moscow and our mutual concern for current and longer range security of this 
endeavor, I request that your office undertake to compile and maintain a total 
list of all U.S. personnel (government and non- government) who are in any way 
involved with the construction or related activities in the USSR. I I 


This list should include the names and appropriate information on all 
personnel utilized in supervision, security monitoring, construction, contractor 
representation, inspection, and escorting of materials in shipment. Inasmuch as 
many personnel will rotate in and out of Moscow for short periods during the 
total years of the construction effort, I expect that the c omprehensive listing 
requested herein will include every such person. 
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Various concerned elements of the national counterintelligence community, 
in conjunction with the DCI’s Security Advisory Group on Moscow and your office, 
will continue active efforts to maintain security of the new Embassy, particularly 
against the threat of technical penetration. As a part of these efforts, it may 
be necessary to interview or seek assistance from personnel who have been on the 
Moscow site in particular capacities at certain periods of time. Therefore, I 
would hope that the list you are requested to maintain will be available for 
legitimat e counterint elligence inquiries in accordance with mutually agreed pro-
